In response to the applicant's remark, dated 3/23/2005, "Applicant requests that the Examiner to more clearly suggest alternate language 
to overcome the 112 rejections, as limitations "a person (line 4 of independent claims 1 and 7)" and "a plurality of persons (line 8 of 
independent claim 1 and line 10 of independent claim 7)", seems referring to an already referenced person. In respose to the applicant's 
remark, limitation having prefix "a" reffers to a new independent limitation. Hence, for limitaions, "a person" and "a plurality of persons", 
person of "a person" limiation is not the same person as referred by "a plurality of persons" limitation. In order to refer to the previosly 
defined (same) person, applicant is requested to consider proper prefixs for the dependent (reffering) limitations. For example, limitation, 
"a plurality of items" can be referred by "the plurality of items" or "said plurality of items", in order to have the same (dependent) plurality 
of items reffered in the claim. A single "item" of limitation, "a plurality of items", can be referred by "one of the plurality of items" or "one 
of said plurality of items", in order to have the same (dependent) plurality of items reffered in the claim. Limitations, "the person" and 
"said person" are dependent limitations, which can be use to refer independent limation (i.e., either "a plurality of persons" or "a person") 
in the claim.
